Bitter Weather 
Cuts Stocks 


Of U.K. Food 


By Charles Nichols 


LONDON.—Britons, already 
acutely aware of the damage 
done to the nation’s industrial 
production by six weeks of bit- 
ter weather, learned Thursday 
that freak weather is seriously 
endangering the food stocks as 
well, 

As blizzards continued to 
whip widely-separated parts 
of the country, agricultural ex- 
perts attempted to assess the 
effects on the farm front, They 
found: 

Thousands of lambs, caught 
by the blizzards in isolated 
pasture lands, have died of 
cold. 

Potatoes and other root 

brops, including seed potatoes, 
have been heavily damaged. 


Fodder supplies have been |

Aepleted dangerously by the 
necessity of indoor stock-feed- 
ing during winter storms. 

The effect on the nation’s larder, 
already meagre, in the light of 


promised cereal and meat supplies | 


from Canada and the United States, 
could not be definitely assessed. 
But it was known it would be con- 


siderable. 
Meanwhile the blizzards which 


vontinued to whip southern reaches | 


of Britain and the cold wave that 
gripped the middle sector further 
tied up rall and road transport and 
further endangered fuel and power 
reserves which had been laboriously 
built up by more than a month of 


tight rationing. 

Only three days ago had in- 
(dustrial plants, shut for three 
weeks to conserve coal and elec- 
tricity, resumed production. Now, 
unless supplies of coal begin moy- 
ing again swiftly, a further in- 
dustrial standstill appeared prob- 
able. 

The outlook was bad. The nation 
was virtually cut in two by the 


combination of blizzards and freeze- | 


ups which hit Wednesday just when 
the people had been promised & 
“great thaw” by their meteorological 
experts. Trains couldn’t get through 
from the mining areas to the in- 
dustrial stock-piles. 

In South Wales, where snow fell 
heavily, 33 coal mines were cut off. 
Fifty thousand miners were idle. 
There was 50 percent absenteeism 
in Midlands pits. 

At least one major steel] works 
suspended production as its coal 
stocks dwindled and there ap- 
peared little prospect of building 
them up during the transport tie- 
up. 

Railways reported the worst traf- 
fic hold-ups since the freeze be- 
gan. Coal trains were moving ir- 
regularly. Some were stopped com- 
pletely by high snow drifts. 

The drifts were in South Wales 
where passenger trains were buried 
in snow. One passenger local from 
Merthyr to Brecon has been stuck 
for 48 hours in a high pass with a 
dozen passengers aboard. 


Calgary Opposing 
Election Changes 


CALGARY, (CP)—City council 
went on record at a special meet- 
ing Wednesday opposing a proposal 
of the provincial government to 
amend the Election act of the pro- 
vince providing for the substitution 
of a system of voluntary, registra- 
tion of electors in four cities in 
place of the present enumeration 
The council took the view that if 
urban voters were required to regis- 
ter for provincial elections fewer 
of them would turn out to vote. 

Council adopted a motion that 
the resolution to be forwarded to 
Edmonton be accompanied by a 
request that the provincial gov- 
ernment amend the Election act 
to provide for special swearing in 
pols for cities in provincial elec- 
tions. 

It was pointed out that while 
rural voters could be sworn in on 
‘election day a similar provision did 
not exist in urban centres,

Fine on Lewis 


WASHINGTON, (AP) The 
United States supreme court Thurs- 
day upheld the contempt convict- 
ions of John L, Lewis and his United 
Mine Workers 
| The high tribunal at the same 
time upheld the $10,000 fine im- 
posed on Lewis but ordered the 
$3,500,000 fine assessed against 
the United Mine Workers reduc- 
ed to $700,000. 

The penalties grew out of Lewis's 
refusal to obey a court order in- 
| tended to head off the 17-day soft 
coal strike last November 

The court majority ruled that 
| neither the Norris-La Guardia act 
nor the War Labor Disputes act 
barred the government from obtain- 
ing the injunction which resulted 
in the contempt proceedings 

It was this injunction that Lewis 
and the union were accused of 
flouting. . 

The majority specified that in 
cutting the union's fine to $700,000 
it was doing so on this condition: 

The union must pay an additional 
| fine of $2,800,000 unless it shows 
| within five days after the supreme 

court issues its mandate that it 
has fully complied with the lower 
| court's order. 

“The defendant

Justice Vinson said, “can effect full | 


compliance only by withdrawing un- 
conditionally the notice given by it, 
signed by John L. Lewis, to J. A. 
Krug, secretary of the interior, ter- 
minating the Krug-Lewis agreement 
as of midnight, Nov. 20, and by 
notifying at the same time, its mem- 
bers of such withdrawal . 

“We well realize the serious pro- 
portions of the fines imposed on 
the defendant union. But a majority 
feels. . .that a fine of substantial 
size is required in order to empha- 
size the gravity of the offence of 
which the union was found guilty.”

“This government of Mr. Nehru 
has been a complete disaster,” he 
said, referring to Jawaharlal Nehru,

“Freedom has been restricted in 
India since this government came 
| into power. It was a mistake to 
jentrust the government of India to 
the leader of the caste Hindus, Mr 
| Nehru. He has good reason to be 
most bitter of any connection be- 
tween India and the British Com- 
monwealth.”

U.S. Protests 
Soviet Moves 
In Hungary 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — 
Fresh tension between Russia 
and the western powers ap- 
peared to be building up Thurs- 
day with disclosure of a United 
States protest against Soviet 
interference with Hungary's 
non-Communist government. 

Diplomatic authorities here 
said the note was sent to 
Moscow by State Secretary 
Marshall shortly before his 
departure Wednesday for 
the Big Four foreign min- 
isters conference opening 
| there Monday. Copies went 
to Britain and the three- 
power Allied control council 
at Budapest. 

The protest reflected Ameri- 
can concern 
Hungary, like Greece, against 
| Soviet domination 
For weeks the Hungarian Com- 
jmunist and other parties have 
sought to oust the moderate Small 
| Holders’ party majority in parlia- 
| ment 
The most recent incident was the 


arrest of Bela Kovacs, anti-Com- 
munist member of parliament, by 


Russian soldiers 

Kovac’s arrest was reported by 
the official Hungarian news agency 
to have been ordered by Lt.-Gen 
V. P. Sviridov, Russian occupation 
commander and chairman of the 
control council, on charges that 
he aided in the formation of under- 
ground terror groups and had 
organized espionage against the 
Russian army 

American ‘concern over Russian- 
supported efforts to upset the 
regime was shown last month by 
the extension of a second $15,000,000 
credit to Budapest to buy surplus 
American war material 

An official summary of the Ameri- 
can note said the U.S. government 
deemed “unwarranted” charges filed 
against Kovac. 

It added:

Workers in Britain Refuse 


To Shift to Night Work 


By Basil Dean 

LONDON .—Britain'’s workers will 
not shift to night work in order 
to spread the load on over-strained 
electricity plants. 

The Trades Union congress, which 
represents about 8,000,000 union 
members, Wednesday night gave 
the government a flat “no” in reply 
to the cabinet request that between 
one-quarter and one-third of iIn- 
dustrial workers switch to the night 
shift 

Instead, the congress has pro- 
posed that industry work two day 
shifts one starting in the early 
morning, the second running from 
afternoon to late evening. 

Night shift working, it says, in 
a statement, is unworkable, im- 
practical and no solution to the 

| problem of spreading the electricity 
load. 

This chilly answer to ® proposal, 
which the government has said was 
essential if industry was to be 
kept operating, came from a 13- 
man committee appointed by the 
congress to discuss the problem with 
cabinet representatives. 

The problem is not immediately 
connected with the nation’s current 
coal crisis. It seems from the over- 
all shortage of electrical power 
not on account of fuel shortages 
but on account of inadequate gen- 
erating plants 

| Industrial demand for electricity 
has risen steeply. Manufacturers 
have been permitted to produce 
large quantities of electrica! fires 
| water heaters and other heavy con- 
sumption domestic equipment, with 
the result that homes are now 
using millions more kilowatts than 
they used during the war years 
The generating capacity has not 
materially increased since 1939 and 
cannot be increased for three years 
It takes that long to build a new 
generating station 

While night shift working would 
help tremendously by switching 
much of the industrial load away 
from the critical peak demand 
periods, it cannot be instituted in 
face of categorical trade union 
refusal 
The government now faces a num- 

ber of alternatives, all of them 
unpleasant: cut supplies to domes- 
tic users; compulsory cuts in in- 
dustrial power; let things ride and 
cut off whole districts; try to get 
the T.U.C. to change its mind,
